PASTORAL ADDRESS. 


DFrAR BRETHREN :— 


As your pastors, assembled in Annual Conference, it seems fit- 
ting that we address you a few words of counsel, encouragement 
and help. We desire to speak to you as Christian ministers to a : 
Christian people, not addressing you as lords over God's heritage, 
but as helpers of your faith and joy. You are Christians. - That 
Is a great and glorious privilege aud fact. It expresses a Christ- 
like excellence of character—a Christ-like aim of work. It test!- 
fies that your ideal for your own life is exalted. It assures the 
world that you are always striving after a perfection of personal 
life, a depth and power of Christian work which will make you 
most pure and powerful. As Christian ministers to Christian men 
and women, we urge you to that purity, we call you to that power. 


We also speak to you as Methodist ministers to a Methodist 
people. While we consider Christianity as before Methodism, 
yet to us Methodism, as a form of church work, and as unfolding 
a type and expression of Christian experience, is very dear. We 
believe n it. We do not take its doctrines with exceptions and 
aiscounts, nor its polity with criticizm and protest. Methodism 
has been the help of our life. As ministers we have won all that 
we are under its inspiration and in its work. We are jealous for 
its.1ntegrity. We are resolved that no axe shall be laid! at the root 
of" the tree of that garden of the Lord in whose. shade we have 
rested, and from whose boughs we have eaten fruit, without Our

The memorial from the Brethren at Walla Walla, relating to the establish- 
ment of: an Institution of learning at that place, came before your Committee, 
and, after careful consideration, we recommend the approval of that purpose 
by this Conference. Having no definite information in regard to specitic plans 
by which the brethren there expect to carry out their purpose, we cannot report 
further than a general approval of their design. and that we give assurance of 

r ** fostering care and protection.” The specific modes of that *! care and 
protection,” we can not indicate only when their plans and work come before 


us officially, but we commend their design, and wall give Such support as we 
are able. 


The Committee further report, that we do not think the Conference ought, 
at present, to adopt any cowse that looks turther than to a careful fostering of 
the Institutions already established among us, and to the establishment of 
others, at locations Sufficiently separated that they will not become antagonist 
and rivals in local patronage ; and wait the development and growth of the 
future tor any wider plans. - In a few years the railroad lines and immigration 
Will fix and adjust the centers of population and Social influence, as well as 


modify Conference boundaries, and it seems to us the wisest way to await these 
adustments,
